Mow o Clean Ribbons.

Now that ribbons are so extenslyvely
worn It Is qulte worth while to know
how to clean them successfully and
easlly. The two methods here g'ven
have bheen put to the practienl test
many timea over, o there need be no
hesitancy about trying elther one
through fear of failure or of unsatia-
factory results. The firet metkod Is
exceedingly simple, and anewers the
purpose for wil excopt whita “lbhons
orf those that are very badly mussod,
Fill in glasa frult jar about aalf full
of gasoline—more or less, according to
the amount of ribbon (o be cleaned,
Place tiwe solled ribbons In it—all col-
ors, lengths and kinds may go In at
once—anJd scrow Lhe cover on tightly,
Bhake the bottle occaslonally and leave
it cloged far from two to gix hours or
over night. Then take out the rib-
bons, shike wach one well and hang it
to dry In the open alr, The ribbons
will be clean nod the dirt will be found
on the bottom of the jar, Of course,
the ribbons need n thorough airing and
sun bath to remove the odor of the
gasoline, but thay Is all. No pressiag
Is required, as ths gasoline does not
affect them ns water wopld., The clear
gasoline should be poured off with-
out disturbing thae at the bottom;
then the dirt which kas settled at the
bottom should be empijed out and the
clear gasoline put back, roady for nsn
another time. Koop it tightly covered,
and, of course, never use it near & fire,
becanse of the danger of Us Igniting
The gasoline will turn white ribbons
yellow, so thls method Is not advisable
for them. It also leaves the riubons In
the same condition as It found them
as repards their being mussed of erun-
pled, so those that are badly creased
should be given the treatment that I«
accorded the white ribons. Prepara a
#uds of soft water and any pure soap,
wash the ribbon In this, just ns you
would wash a fine handkerchlef, riuse
and let It partially dry. Take it down
while still damp In all parts and roll
it smoothly over a wide card or pieca
of pastebosrd, ~olling a plece of clean
white muslin with it. Wrap the mus-
lin round last, o that the ribbon sbhall
be covered, and place the whole under
a heavy weight. A letter press la an
excellent place In which to press it
Leave it until it shall have had tim®
to dry. The muslin will absorb the
molsture, ‘The ribbon will come out
looking fresh and cloan, and will have
lost none of its “life,” as is the case
with ribbons which are pressed with
an iron, If a good soap is used the
colors will not run, and this process
takes ou: the creases as well es re-
moves the dirt.

When You NMang Your Fletures.

By hangiug pletures low  you in-
erouse the appirent helght of the room,
Colored plctures should not be hung In
hallways or on stalrcases unless Lhere
{s plenty of lght for them. In such
places strong photographs, engravings,
and drawinge in black and white go
best, A pleture should not be hung
from one nall; the diamond lines form-
el by the cord have a very discordant
effect. Two nalls, and two vertloal
cords, or, what I8 far more safe, pleces
of wire nordage. should be used instead
of the singie cord, Pleture cords should
be as near the color of the wall upon
which they are put as possible, go that
they may be but little seen. When one
pleture {8 hung beneath another the
bottom one should be hung from the
one above, and not from the top; thus
we avold multiplylng the cords. which
is always objectionnble. A good hue
for walls where prints or photographs
are to be hung, I8 a rich yellow brown
or a leather color, Lustre to the biack
of the print of the tone of the photo-
graphs s thus lmparted. The wall pa-
per ghould have no strongly defined
pattern, The ventar of the pleture, as
a rule, should not be much above the
level of the eye,

{ leaving It more to the mercy of the
sun and the attendant evaporation
which ls constantly going on, and
which I slowly bul surely drawing
the water away until in time only a
bed of dry sall will remaln.

Novel Mousetrap,

A novel adaptation of an old prinel-
ple is seen in the mousetrap here
shown., The famillar bird and rabblt
traps of youthful days are suggested
in its arrangement, but the idea of
nsing an ordinary bowl for the cage is
brand new and constitutes Its most
unique feature, It is patural to sup-
pose that a bowl would form a most
effective trap, as its familiar shape
and character would not arouse Its

victim's susplelons, but would rather
jead him to believe that everything
was all right and that the bait so
temptingly displayed had been provi-
dentially overlooked by the custodlan
of the larder. This bright idea has
been developed by an Inventor of Ma-
pleton, N. D, The device consists, as
shown, of a base board, carrying two
supports and two levers, which Inter-
lock, The end of one engages with the
end of the bowl and ls maintained in
fts position by the other lever, which
is supported by the balt.

At Its extremity a
piston is earrled which, acting In con-
Junction with the barrel of the pen
reservolr, forms a minlature suction
pump. [Its use ls very simple. The
top Is unscrewed from the pen as usual
and the piston placed In the barrel
and pushed down to the bottom, thus
expelling all the alr, which escapes
through the hollow tube earrylng the
plston, bubbling up through the ink
and passing out through the opening in
the stopper. Now, when the plston is
drawn out of the barrel by the move-
ment of the latter a vacuum I8 pro-
duced back of it, and this naturally
draws or sucks the ink out of the bot-
tle. The size of the filling tube and its
shape are designed so that the opera-
tion of filling Is practicallyautomatlie,
just enough Ink being drawn out to
fill the barrel without overflowing It,

Eleetrieal Hesearch.

Professor McAdie says that before
long sclence will succeed In measuring
the energy of a lightning flash, and
also in dwmonstrating the nature of
the aurora, That the aurora is an elec-
trical phenomenon has long been rec-
ognized, An intimate relation seems
to exist between the aurorn and the
sun spots, In 1882 the astronomer at
Greenwich gent out notification of the
appearance of an enormous sun spot
on November 17 of that year. For three
houra on the morning of that day not
a wire of the Western Union Telegraph
company could be used, and not even
the market quotations could be distri-
puted., At night there was a brilliant
auroral display, and all telegraph ser-
vice was agaln interrupted. Cables to
Eurcpe and wires to Chicago were
alike unworkable; but some messages
were sent as far as 700 mlles by cut-
ting off the batteries and utilizing the
almospherie electrieity. Over half of
North America, across the Atlantic and
over northern Europe, it seemed as If
legions of ethereal demons were by sy
inciting electrie and magnetic appar-
atus to strange and miscoievous anties,
The artificial production of an electric
fire-ball by Professor Richman 18
unique, though electricity in this form
ig not unfamiliar, Sometimes such
balls are seen to run along the surface
of the sea, and when they appear on
land they usually burst with a loud
nolse, often with disastrous eflects,
Nobody has yet been able to explain
these balls, which appear to be a very
concentrated form of electricity. When
the experts say, as most of them do,
that electricity Is merely a form of
motion, the explanation Is more or less
unsatisfactory, but how is one to ac-
count for the presentation of a form of
a motion In the shape of a luminous
gphere?—Boston Transcript.

Corn-Stalks Torned to Account
The American Agriculturist shows
how cornslallks, formerly almost a
wiaste product, have lately been turn-
ed to account, until now the farmer
ean get from $3 to %6 a ton for them.
They play a part in the bullding of
warships, being used to form cellulose
for packing cofferdams; they are util-
ized in the manufacture of smokelesa
powder; paper pulp can be made from
them; they furnish pyroxylene var-
nish, are useful as a packing material,
and together with the leaves and tas-
gels enter into the composition of varl-

ous prepared fodders and foodstuffs,
